Lantao pending the ‘expiry of tho ultima- 
tum. , Much to Admiral Sindall’s disgust, 
the people of “Hongkong refused, to treat

About three yenrs before the events 
above narented, one of the wildest char 
acters in Hongkong was a youth named 
Sindall, who was a sub-licutehant in Her 
Majesty's Navy. T made his acquaintance 
inthe billinrd-room of the Hongkong Hotel, 
whdre, when not engaged in quarrelling 
with the Managor, cursing the marker, or 
playing practical jokes, on total strangers, 
ho played a vory fair game, Going home 
shortly afterwards, it became necoasary for 
him to pass a certain examination in gup- 
nery, Being twice unsuccessful in this, he 
wus informed thet Her Majesty had no 
further use for hie services.
